There are many in every town in which it bas 
temporarily succeeded, who firmly believe that 
the effect of so much excitement will be to leave 
the country worse off than ever, and pretend to 
find a reaction setting in already. There are 
others who discover in it a deep significance 
which they would compat with their last breath, 
In the sudden disturbance of social economy, 
the sheeted ghosts of religions intolerance 
and priestoraft do squesk and gibber, and par- 
tente dire are daily observed in the movemeat. 
So far, my own observations bave been confined 
to the immediate neighborhood of the temper- 
ance flame. I have been peering through the 
stifling smoke which precedes an outburst of 
zeal, or scorching outside ithe flames. I have 
not yet viewed the soil over which the red-bot 
breath of temoerance has passed, nor can 1 
assert that it has or has not done its work effect- 
ualiy. The popular wish is father to the popalar 
belief that ic has carried away everything. I 
have no hesitation in saying that the anti-saioon 
movement is pre-eminently popular. The oppo- 
sition that existe to it among respectable people 


is all confined to street-parade. 


BORTHERS INDIANA 
has shown no signs of a strong feeling in this 
movement, and, from the symptoms in about a 
dozen towns and villages in the neighborhood of 
the two railroads, the Michigan Southern and 
Pittsburgh & Fort Wayne, the efforts of the tem- 
perance people have not fanned the excitement 
up to blazing point. So far asi can see, there 
is no reason to expect that they will do so., either. 
The movement began in Ohio; and te Ohio, so 
far as practical resalts are to be looked for, it 
will be confined. And these results will be the 
passage of a rigid lice nse law, 

AND NOTHING MORE. 

Public sentiment in Ohio is very bitter against 
the liquor-trade, but the intelligence of the State 
arreys iteelf on ‘the side. of las. 
The me a unit against the 
prevalence of intemperance, as they are 
in every State. They are unanimous m their de- 
sire to crush out the small which flour- 
ish in every country town village ; 
are by do means unanimous, either in I 
Onio, in the belief that the existing law, backed 
by the strongest of public sentiment, can secure 
the end arrived at. What is wanted in Ohio isa 
license law. Indiana and Lilinow have it; Onio 
has not. 

THE BAXTER LAW OF INDIANA 
appears to possess many advantages as & ro- 
eb icti vo agent. Lake lilinois lav, it helds 
the iiquor-dealer and bis landlord respensibie 
fox tae evil effects the latter prodaces,—making 
it a criminal offense to sell intoxicating liquors 
to minors or to persons im tie hab- 
u Of becoming intoxicated. As the 
same time, it anthorizes the issue of permits by 
the county to liquor-deaiers, upon the condition 
that a majority of voters in the ward or district 
sign a petition to that effect. The permit nee Is 
Only to be placed at a large figure, say $1,000, to 
make the law exceediagly effective, inasmuch as 
it eradicates the cheap hannts of vice, and has 
a to make the saloon-keeper wary. 
The woraing of this provision appears to have 
been very encouraging; for, except in Valpa- 
raiso, where a majority of the saloons were 
thriving without any license at all, the number 
of places where liqaor can be obtamed is Sig- 
nificantly small compared with the population. 
The estimate would not be unfair that there are 
three galoons in Northeru Ohio where there is but 
one. in Indiana, proportioned to the population. 
Hence the demand for a fervid movement in the 
latter State was not by any means. what it was in 
Ohio. Lhe ladies of indiana, where any organ- 
ized action is being taken, have adopted the 
motto and principles of their Obio sisters, as 
they do the diesses and bonnets oi e Fiench 
Capital,—because it was fashionable to join in 
the movement, net because there was any very 
urgent necessity for it.

MR. BUELL ON THE CURRENCY. 
As we have stated in a previous article, Mr. 
James Baell, of New York, President of the Im- 


porter’s & Trader's National Bank of that city, 


at the invitation of the House Committee on 
Banking appeared before them and gave certaio 
testimony, which deserves more attention than 
it hae received. Mr. Buell is an advocate of a 
retan to specie payments; but he seems to 
thin’ that such a return is hardly practicable io 
our present circumstances, and that,. therefore, 
all that is incumbent on the country is to pre- 
pare for it as best it may. He points om how, 
in his opinion, ts may be effected without any 
incoavenience to commercial interests. His 
method may be summed up in „ few words. 
He ‘would return to specie payments through the 
avenues of free banking and practical re- 
demption.” By free banking he understands the 
organization, with the approbation of the Comp- 
trol lor of the Currency, of banks with a capital 
of not less than 50,000, in towns where the 
population is not leas than 6,000; these banks 
to redeem these notes at their own counters as 
well as at the centres, at par—greenbacks to be 
decreaced as National-Bank notes increase, until 
they (the greenbecks) are reduced to $300,000,- 
000. Whatever may be said of any other system 
of free banking under our Netional-Bank act, 
this system would certainly sot lead to inflation 
Mr. Buel! thinks that the lees Governmeut bas 
to do with banking, the better; that the soouer 
it goes out of the business entirely, the better; 
chat, at present, it should at least let bauks man- 
age redemption for themselves, and not assume 
that duty itself. He thinks that, on the system 
of free-banking proposed by him, it would 
take four or five years to contract the lezal ten- 
ders $100,000,000. The effect of this contraction 
would be to render legal-tenders a htcde more 
valuable thaa the notes of National Banks, and 
to make it the interest of banke, therefore, to 
assort and present the latter for redemption. 
When the volume of legal-tenders was reduced 
to 900, 000, 000, specie resumption would be 
posible, and bank notes might be issued to any 
extent, provided only their redemption was se- 
cared. . It will be noticed that Mr. Buell does 
not advise contraction of the whole volume of 
currency, but only of the legal-tenders, thus 
raising their value as compared with the National- 
Bank notes, and making it an object to redeem. 
Once reduced to this extent, Goverument could 
take up every greenback in the country wi. 
$300,000,000 coin. It has generally from 650, 
000,000 to 675,000,000 coin on ‘hand, which 
Mr. Buell calculates might be incréased 
to $150,000,000 before the Natonal-Bank system 
will have expanded $100,000,000, and, of course, 
absorbed the greenbacks to the exteat of $100,- 
000, 000. t might begin specie re- 
sumption at this point, the effect of which 
would be to bring all the coin in the country 
into circulation, and increase the volume of the 
currency by so much more. Even now, in New 
York, Neonal-Bank notes cannot be used in 
paying Cleaing-House debts, aud, as they can- 
vot be counved as a reserve, they become re- 
dundant, aud the banks sometimes decline to ro- 
ceive them on deposit. An outlet is sought for 
them in Cincinnati, Chicago, etc., where they 
One of the effects of redémption of National 
Bauk notes by the banks at their own counters 
would be to absorb their reserves, 
and relieve them of the necessity of keep- 
ing them at the centres where they are required 
to redeem by the law as it how stands. Mr. 
Buell thinks that, if the Natioual-Bank notes 
could be reduced one-fourth of 1 per cent below 
par they would be redeemed fast enough when not 
wanted for commerce. It would be impolitic to 
discontinue the redemption at centres, however.

WISCONSIN RAILROAD LAW. 

At the late session of the Legislature of Wis- 
oom a Jaw was enacted relating to railroads, 
the substance of which may be thus stated: All 
railroads in Wisconsin are divided into three 
classes, A, B, and G. Class A includes all ra- 
roads or ports of railroads in Wisconsin now 
owned, operated, managed, or leased by the Mu- 
waukee & St. Paul Railway Company, the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railway Company, or the 
Western Union Railway Company. Class B in- 
cludes all railroads owned, operated, &c., by the 
Wisconsin Central Railway Company, the Green 
Bay 4 Minnesota Company, and the West 
Wisconsin Railway Company. Class C includes 
all other railways in the State. Individuals, 
companies, and corporations, owning or operat- 
ing these railways shall be limited in compensa- 
tion per mile for the transportation of passen- 
gers with ordinary baggage, as follows: Class 
A, 3 cents per mile; Claas B, 33¢ cente ; Claas C. 
4cente; children under 12 years of age to be 
charged one-half these rates. ; 

For freight purposes, the roads are divided 
into four general classes, 1, 2, 3, and 4, and into 
seven specia’ classes designated as Classes D, E, 
F. d. H. I. and J. Class D shall comprise all grain 
in car loads; Class E, shall comprise flour in lots 
of 50 barrels, and lime in lots of u barrels or 
more; Class F shall comprise salt in lots of 60 
barrels or more, and cement, water-lime, and 
stucco in lots of 24 barrels or more; Class G 
shall comprise lumber, lath, and shingles iu car 
loads; Claes H shall comprise live stock ig car 
loads ; Class I shal) comprise agricultura! imple- 
ments, furniture, and wagons ; Clase J shall com- 
prise coal, brick, sand, stone, and beavy fourth- 
clags articles in car loads; and, in addition to 
the several articles in the special classes, shal) 
be added others, specified further on in tne law. 
All other articles not by the law designated in 
classes, shall be classified into the four genera! 
classes by the Board of Railroad Commissioners. 
The law then fixes, as the maximum, rates to be 
charged for the transportation of freight as fol- 
lows: 

Class D—Six cents per 100 los, first 25 miles: 4 cents 
for second 25 miler, 2cents for each additional 25 
miles up to 200 miles; and for each 20 miles over 200 
miles, one-half cent per 100 pounda, 

Ciass E—TIwelve cents per barrel for first 25 miles ; 8 
cents for the second 25 miles; 4 cente for the 
third and sulsequent 25 miles; but for each 26 miles 
oer 200 miles, 1 cent per barrel. 

Class F—F.f.een cents per barrel for the first 25 miles; 
6 cents fur the second; 3% cents for each additional 25 
eure ee Ane 1% conta per barrel for each 25 

Class G—Eaght dollars per car load for the frst 25 
„ and 8. for each succeediag 


Ciass H— Ten dollars per car load for the first 25 
miles; $7 for the second; and 84 for each additional 26 
miles. 


Class I—Eleven dollars per car load for the first 25 
miles ; $6 for the second ; and $3 for each additional 25 
miles, 

Class J—Eight dollars per car load for the first 25 
miles; $6 for the second ; and $2.50 for each additional 
25 miles. 

The maximum rates to de charged by the roads 


belonging to Classes A and B., and for trans 


portation in the four general classes, are fixed 


at those charged by these Companies June 1, 
1878. No company is authorized to charge or 
receive any greater rate of compensation than 
is provided by the law, under a forfeiture of 
right to receive any compensation whatever; and 


any ageut or officer who shall refuse to receive.
